IS TIIK COUPOBATION CORRUPT 1 

Our friends in the City Council must, 
not imagine that we have forgotten 
them. Far from it. There was never 
a period in their history when we have 
"thought more of them" than the pre- 
sent. °Havmg a feeling of Belfrespect 
we shall not accept their invitation to 
re-enter the Bar; but we shall take our 
Btancl on the popular side of the Civic 
f enco and record the sayings and do- 
ings of the body with a fidelity to facts 
that will win the admiration of all save 
Mayor and Councillors. From the audi 
toriuin our reportorial stall' cannot bo 
driven. They are there by forco of law, 
and not by the grace or>favor of Ilis Wor- 
ship the Mayor, whose "pigeon" English 
it has been and will bo our duty .privilege 
and exquisite delight to reproduce in 
these columns, and whoso private axes,, 
brought to bo sharpened on tho ratepay- 
ers' grindstone, wo have rendered unfit for 
further use. Tho disclosures made with 
respect to tho mode of transacting public 
business at tho Council Chambers has ex- 
cited much comment and opened tho eyes 
of many whose motto being anything for 
a quiet lifo were disposud to allow Civic 
matters to take their own course Against 
the practice of tho Coanoil oittiu K - wltll 
closed doors wo have always proteste . 
In tho first place the course is illegal; and 
in the second place- tho abuses that have 
distinguished the acts of the present Cor- 
poration havo had their origin at hole-in 
tho corner meetings. Tho business trans- 
acted iu public is a more shadow of tho 
substance that is disposed of at private 
sittings. Tho Legislature, from whom 
the Council derive their existence, would 
not dare to vote away tho public monies 
at secret sittings. It would bo as much 
us their heads were worth to attempt to 
clear tbo House when the Estimates were 
under consideration. There is no prece- 
dent under constitutional Government to 
support such a course. How much less 
should a Municipality havo tho tremen- 
dous power placed in its hands of dispc - 
ing of ratepayers' monies at inootin 
from which tho publio and press are ex 
eluded? A few weeks ago tho Mayor 
stated in open Council that tho City is 
Bankrupt. We have never seen that state- 
ment contradicted, nor have tlit) pubi c 
yet been told what has become of tho 
monies raised by Civic taxation. The re- 
venue is between §50,000 rnd 860,000 a 
year. No streets have been made for 
many months, no public works are under- 
weigh. What, then, has boon done with 
the money ? Is tho cost of running tho 
Civic m.ichino so great that all .tho rovo- 
nuo is absorbed by salaries V Ho far as 
wo can learn tho salaries and legitimate 
expenses of tbo Corporation are about 
818,000 per annum. If thero are no pub- 
lic works undorweigb, what has become 
of the balance? It cannot bo in tho trea- 
sury or the Mayor would not fay tho City 
is Bankrupt. It is not iii tho Bank, or tho 
Mayor would not have said that 84,000 
was falling due for which there was no pro- 
vision The difference between legitimate 
expenditure and the sum raised iu taxa- 
tion is some 834,000. Now, where is that 
large sum? what bus become of it? 
The Province having backed the 
water-debentures of the Corporation 
has a right to demand au 
answer. The revenue of tho whole coun- 
try from Vancouver Island to the Rooky 
Mountains is pledged to tho payment of 
those bonds. Should tho City fail, tho 
Province must pay the Civic indebtedness. 
If a part of tho debentures havo been 
saerifled oti tho altar of greed and avarice, 
tho Province has a right to know it. If 
thero be men high in position iu the Cor- 
poration who are there to further sinister 
motivej, they ought to bo expelled, if 
thore bo Councillors who have voted 
themselves public monits for services the 
law Bays they have no right to perform, 
they should be shown up. If Ihree- 
foarths of the Civic revenue is absorbed 
by Councillors themselves, tho fact should 
bo mado plain to ratepayers. If bogus 
names have been used to cover up ac 
counts that nro really due to Councillors, 
the mon who resort to such practices havo 
laid themselves liable to a heavy lino for 
each and every offence. If the Mayor 
has a "direot or indirect interest" in the 
Monk contract, ho has violated his oath of 
office, which oath prescribes the punish- 
ment — a fine of $2500! If the bargain for 
tho salo of tho la-d issue of tho water 
debenturos vras struck in a livory stable, 
tho fact should bo exposed. If tico minute 
books are kopt for the record of public 
business — one of which is never read in 
public — thore Hhould bean immediate- ex- 
amination of both books. If tixation is 
mads oppressively high so that the Mayor 
and Councillors may enrich themselves, 
thero should be u demand made for re- 
duction. 

Wo congratulate tho ratepayers that at 
last ono City oilicial, fearless of conse- 
quences, has refused to bo a party to an 
illegal transaction of tho Council, and has 
carried n case into Court which upon 
investigation will, wo fool confident, dis- 
close a stato of immorality in Civic affairs 
that none imagined could havo had an ox- 
isteneo in a British City, 

WHISKEY AND PENS, 

On what drink doth this our Amor 
inebriate that ho hath becomo such a 
blackguard? is an inquiry that soino ono 
ought to sot on foot. There was onco 
n Justice of tho Poaco in Alabama bo- 
foro whom & drunken man "was 
brought on a chargo of stealing a hut. 
The prisoner pleaded intoxication in 
palliation of tho offence. "Drunken- 
ness, my good follow," said tlio Court 
beaming benignly from its perch, 
"is no excuse in law. You are com- 
mitted for trial." Tho officers wore 
about to remove tho culprit, when the 
Justice interposed with, "Stay! My 
man, you wero drunk. Now, J want 
you to toll this court on what you got 



simpered tho unfortunate, "llolease 
tho prisoner!" roared tho Judge. 
"Sterrott's whiskey is mean enough to 
make a man do anything. I got drunk 
on it onco and stole all tho silver 
spoons at the hotel!" To judge from 
tho articles in tho "Standard" of yes- 
terday tho whiskey DeCosiuos drinks 
must bo "mean" indeed. An effort 
should bo mado to li'nd out whoro ho 
buys it. We wish we knew; we would 
caution all well-disposed persons 
against imbibing it, and would re- 
commend the authorities t,o put iu 
forco tho Indian Liquor Act against 
the man who sells it. No sober man 
would write an articlo like that in yes- 
terday's "Standard" on Govornor 
Richards, and no drunken man 
who was not inspired by Siwash 
whiskoy at two bits a bottlo could 
write it. We aro not surprised 
that au agitation has commenced for 
tho erection of an Iuebriato Asylum. 
Pending its construction pens should 
bo kept out of the reach of tho man. 
But, stay! There is a pen tho use of 
which DeCosmos would lind very con- 
genial to his tastes. Wo refer to a 
pig-pen. _^ 

British Columbia and the Railway. 



(London Telegraph, Hc-pt. 22.) 
British patriotism forbids our re- 
garding with iuJUVoronoo tbo painstak- 
ing efforts of Lord Carnarvon to bring 
our colonies in various parts of tho 
globe into confederated groups, each 
of theso having a centralized Govern- 
ment. His supremo object is manifestly 
to strengthen tho integrity of tho 
Empire by giving to each cluster of 
our colonial possessions a federal constit- 
ution whoro the interests of the affiliated 
communities aro homogeneous. Indeed 
if tho moral prestige of -England before 
the world is to be effectually maintain- 
ed as it ought to bo tho exertions of 
tho Colonial Secretary in this direction 
should be warmly supported. Wo 
theroforo attach the utmost importance 
to tho endeavours of tho Imperial 
Government to retain in tho Dominion 
of Canada tho distant province of 
British Columbia. For recent inform- 
ation respecting tho delicate negotia- 
tions which have claimed tho attention 
of Lord Dufferin* during his present 
visit to that colony, wo aro dependent 
ou vague telegrams which have only 
tended to complete tho confusion that 
had previously existed in the public 
mind on tho subject. This is the more 
to be regretted, as tho cable messages 
do not enlighten us respecting tho 
precise attitude of tbo Dominion Gov- 
ernment in the pending dispute with 
tho province. Now, tho caso as it 
stands between the Dominion Govern- 
ment and British Columbia is so clear 
as to preclude tho possibility of its 
being misapprehended. When over- 
tures were made by tho Government 
of Sir J. A. Macdonald iu 1871, to the 
Pacific dependency to join the propos- 
ed North American Confederation, Mr. 
Trutch, the late Lieutenant. Governor 
of British Columbia,' and a few other 
gentlemen wero deputed by the colon- 
ists to visit Ottawa and confer with 
the Dominion Ministry on tho terms 
of the proposed union. Tho deputation 
from the colony contented themselves 
with asking for a good wagon road to 
be built across tho intervening terri- 
tory, together with u liuo of telegraph, 
the realization of tho railway project 
being deemed by them too remote for 
immediato consideration. But they 
wero overwhelmed with delight on the 
unexpected announcement of a promise 
made to them by Sir J. A. Macdonald 
that tho Dominion Government were 
prepared to build a railway to the 
shores of British Columbia which 
should be completed in ten years from 
that date. This condition of union 
with the Dominion, was duly ratified 
and when the news of the unexpected 
liberality of tho Ministers reached tho 
colony a powerful impetus was given 
iu consequence to investment in pro- 
perty and industrial enterprise. Mean- 
while a plan was contrived by Sir 
Hugh Allan and Sir J. A. Macdonald, 
by which considerable sums should be 
placed by the former gentleman at the 
disposal of the latter, in order to se- 
cure, ou tho ovo of a general election 
then pending, a majority of members 
in favour of tho Macdonald Adminis- 
tration. In return for this favor, Sir 
Hugh Allan was to be tho medium of 
financing the proposed railway enter- 
prise. Tho exposure of this compact, 
as well as tho sequel, aro familiar to 
all. Sir Hugh Allan was unabto to in- 
duce English financiers to render 
assistance and tho Ministry of Sir J. 
A. Macdonald was compelled to resign. 

Immediately ou the accession of Mr. 
Mackenzie as Premier he resolved to 
keep faith with British Columbia, and 
accordingly pledged himsilf to tho 
railway enterprise; but, on reviewing 
the difficulties which tho altered state 
of affairs subsequently interposed, ho 
frankly informed tho Pacific province 
that an extension of from ten to nine- 
teen years would bo indispensable for 
tho completion of tho lino. Ultimately 
it was arranged — though tho interven- 
tion of Lord Carnarvon— that in com- 
pensation for tho delay, the railway, 
instead of terminating on tho mainland 
coast, as at lirst determined-, should bo 
carried across tbo gulf "via" Nanaimo 
down to tho harbor of Eequimalt, at 
the southern extremity of Vancouver's 
island. Tbo modification of the original 
contract met with tho unqualified ap- 
proval of British C<ylujnljia, find, in 
proof of the "bona lido" intentions pf 
Mr. Mackenzie and his friends, two 
cargoes of rails were sent out from 



at Esquimalt and the other at Nanaimo. 
Everything went satisfactorily until 
last autumn, when tho insular part of 
the railway was condemned by tho 
Ott awa Senate, and tho Administration 
was reduced to tho choice between 
impaling their strength in the Upr,or 
House and surrendering tho comprom- 
ise into which they had entero'i with 
British Columbia, returning to the 
original contiact to terminate tho line 
on the coast of tho mainland. The 
Ottawa Government accepted tho risk 
of imperilling amicablo relations with 
tho colony as tho more convenient 
oourso to adopt, and offered the sum 
of $750,000 iu lieu of the extension of 
tho lino into VancouvorHsland. Tho 
mass of the peoplo indignantly rejectod 
this proposal as a broach of faith, und on 
section agitated for withdrawal from 
tho Union to their former position of 
isolation and independence, whilo 
another advocated annexation to the 
United States. Affairs roachod this 
dead-lock at tho beginning of the 
present year; and, after considerable 
correspondence between the Dominion 
Government and Lord Carnarvon, it 
was resolved that Lord Duffer in should 
proceed to tho Pacific ostensibly ou 
an official tour of inspection, but with 
the tacit understanding that ho was to 
act, should the opportunity present 
itself, in tho capacity of mediator. 
His Lordship, as Governor-General of 
tho Dominion, sustains equally to all ■ 
tho colonial goveerninonts under his 
sway tho attitude of a Constitutional 
ruler, and us such has no power to 
contract or modify treaties. Neverthe- 
less we hear that he has been occasion- 
ally addressed by certain classes of the 
colonists during his visit in a manner 
which showed that they hardly 
appreciated his t cnl functions. This 
violation of official etiquette is uuuc 
what excusablo under severe and 
unjust provocation to which British 
Columbia has boon subjected through 
the disloyalty of tho Ottawa author- 
ities to their treaty engagements. 
But it is surely unbecoming for the 
British Columbians to present public 
addresses to Lord Dufforin, as a 
telegram has reported expressing 
gratification at tho collapse of "the 
Carnarvon Compromise." It is for tho 
province to consider which courso is 
likely to bo most beneficial to itself; 
and we trust that tho self-command of 
tho peoplo and tho local Parliament 
may be equal to tho occasion. It 
would be best, wo think, for British 
Columbia to leave tho Dominion 
authorities to tho judgment of public 
opinion, accopt the proforred 
pecuniary solatium, and apply the 
money towards the ialand railway as 
far as it will go. 

Exclusivo of the branch from Fort 
Garry to Pembina, 227 miles aro now 
being constructed — from Thunder 
Bay to English River 113 miles and 
from Keowatin — Lake of tho Woods — 
to Selkhk-Red River— 114 miles 
Tho remaining 117 milou of thiu 1 1 r k t 
section will soon bo under contract, 
und when completed communication 
with Manitoba in summer will be 
comparatively easey. Thunder Bay 
may bo regarded for the present as 
the eastern terminus of tho railwaj, 
and though a sufficiently inexpensive 
route — one which engineers would 
call "favourable" or "satisfactory"-- 
has not yet been found, possibly such 
a truck will yet be discovered by the 
renewed exploration recommended by 
the surveying officers to the Dominion 
Government and tho 2,000 miles 
between Lake Superior and tho coast 
of British Columbia may be com- 
pleted by tho year 1890, if not-beforo. 
ft is not Utopian to hope that by that 
time the colony may be able from its 
own resources or with extraneous aid 
to finish tho 70 or 80 miles of the 
line on the island which forms the 
subject of tho existing dispute. It 
evinces no small degree of interest on 
the part of the Dominion Government, 
in the progress of the Groat West that 
tho telegraph will be in working order 
by next June, for 1,700 miles in thai 
direction. The survey of the proposed 
railway has not disclosed formidable 
obstacles. Tho oflicial report informs 
us (hat tho first 800miles from Thunder 
Bay are "very easy," and tho next 
686 miles "easy;" *119 miles are pro- 
nounced "heavy," and only 121 "very 
heavy" in tho entire route. Tho 
character of tho road from Fort Ed- 
monton through tho Rocky Mountains 
may he understood by tho fact that in 
tho 513 miles from tho latter trading 
post to Stewart River no f/heuyoy" 
1 ibor is anticipated in tho Rocky Moun- 
tains or to the east of thorn. The gradient 
of the Jfellow Head l'ass, which lias beoji 
selected, is very light, and tho necessity 
of tunnelling is therefore happily super- 
seded. Mr. Sandford Fleming, in short, 
says that "there are long stretches on this 
lino whore tho work w mid be linht, but 
in some sections it would be vory heavy." 
Tho chief engineering difficulties will bo 
encountered in the Cascade Range, along 
the banke of tho Homathoo River. Mr. 
Fleming, tho Epgineer-in-Chiof, reports 
with reference to ono of th.oso "difficul- 
ties" as follows: "Ascending tho Ifo- 
mathco for a distance of fifteen miles 
through the Great Canyon, a continuous 
uniform gradient of ono hundred and ton 



through British territory from tho Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific. A railway from the At- 
lantic, with a lino of steamers from Van- 
couver's Island, would convey the travel- 
ler more expeditously to Japan and China 
on tho oue hand, and to Australia and 
New. Zealand on the other, than is possi- 
ble by any other routo. Rut if tho col- 
ony should be transferred to the United 
States, wo Should hopelessly forfeit tho 
immo.npo prestige and advantage of our 
po-issseiug an outlet on tho TaciQc.

Appeal. — Mr. D. Manson, representa- 
tive of a largo wholesale house doing a 
business in Toronto. Canada, was order- 
ed by his Worship Mayor Bate on Tues- 
day last to pay tho $50 license imposed 
by tho Municipal By-Law. instead of 
p'ayingtLe license, Manson has entered in- 
to bonds, (himself and two securities) to 
prosecute an appeal in the Supremo 
Court.
